Probe 
Relies 
On Tape 


WASHINGTON (UP) — House 
investigators indicated today a 
spool of wire-recorded evidence 
may play a key role when they 
delve next week into charges FCC 
Commissioner Richard A. Mack 
took a $2,650 payoff in a contest­ 
ed television case. 
So important was the recording, 
purportedly of an hour-long inter­ 
view in which Mack allegedly ac­ 
knowledged “pledging” his vote, 
that Chairman Oren H arris (D- 
Ark.) of the House subcommittee 
legislative 
oversight, 
took 
charge of it personally. 
H arris said the recording will 
be used “ to the best possible ad­ 
vantage” when the subcommittee 
calls Mack to testify next week. 
Investigators indicated the record­ 
ing might be played in public, al­ 
though they said the 11-man sub­ 
committee has not heard it yet 
because they lacked a machine to 
play it on. 


M ack D enies Charges 
Mack Friday formally denied 
charges made by ousted subcom­ 
mittee counsel Bernard Schwartz 
implying he had accepted a pay­ 
off. Mack said the charges were 
“without foundation” and that he 
would not resign from the Feder­ 
al Communications Commission. 
Mack, 48, welcomed an investi­ 
gation by the FBI, which under 
orders from Atty. Gen. William P. 
Rogers already has begun looking 
over subcommittee files. 
Schwartz brought the charges 
into the open Thursday when he 
testified under oath that Mack re­ 
ceived checks totaling $2,650 from 
Thurman A. Whiteside, a Miami 
lawyer whom Schwartz identified 
as a “fixer.”
